shell of the tuwer Began dropping away, 
aud big sections of it fell, but some of 
the stout timbers held together aud part 
of the building remained until the storm 
of this week. It has gone now. 
B lackstrap has long been a noted spot 
in the vicinity of Portland, aud, more 
than that, it has its place in the eurly 
history of the couutry, for it was m en­ 
tioned by C apt. Jo h n .Smith, the sam e 
doughty warrior w ho figures iu the story 
of Pocahontas. 
Ile called it Schooter’s 
hill. Long years after, when the couutry 
had been settled aud the United S tates 
had became a great nation, B la c k se a , 
was known far und wide among the men 
who drove over the old G ray road to aud

near its sum m it was a public house, the 
keeper thereof being possessed 
of

Cow Pea Is Valuable. 
The cow- pea hay is very rich in pro­ 
tein and is regarded as being nearly as 
valuable, pound for pound, for feed as 
wheat bran. 
Several times I have planted cow peas 
between corn hills w ith

hand corn 
planter just after the <*orn was up. 
The cultivation of the corn also cu lti­ 
vates the peas and they 
make 
good 
growth without injuring the corn. 
The 
ground is made richer in nitrogen for the 
growing of the peas and they make bet­

Some make the mistake of sowing cow 
|M*a* on weedy land, As the peas do not 
make mueh growth for a few weeks after 
they an* sown th** weeds get tin* start of 
them, and the result is a failure.
